TO 



Enable Boards of Guardians in Ireland to bury 
poor Persons who may not during Life have 
been relieved out of the Poor Bates. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that Provision shall he made 
for the decent Burial of poor Persons in Ireland whose 
Relatives may he unable to provide Means for such 
Purpose, although such Persons may not at the Time of their 
5 Death have been in Receipt of Relief under the Acts in force for the 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, or dependant for Support on any 
Person receiving such Relief : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
10 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Prom and after the passing of this Act , it shall be lawful for 
the Clerk of the Union of any Union in Ireland to provide Coffins 
and other Necessaries for the decent Burial of poor Persons dying 
15 within such Union, although such Persons may not at the Time of 
their Death have been in Receipt of Relief under the Acts for the 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, or dependant for Support on any 
Person receiving such Relief.

3. It shall be lawful lor the Guardians of the Poor of each Union 
in Ireland, and they are hereby required, to charge on the Rates of 
the Electoral tJl0 Bleotoial Division or of the Union, in like Manner as said 15 
Division or' deceased Person would have been chargeable if he had received 
fawhieh”he Eelief during Life, the Expense of providing any Coffin or other 
Deceived* ” Necessaries that may be procured under the Provisions of this Act,

4. All Certificates granted under this Act shall be laid by the 
Clerk of each Union in Ireland before the Board of Guardians of 
the same at the next Meeting of the Guardians which shall take 
place after the Clerk has acted on such Certificate, and it shall 
b"le«v”ed be lawM fo ? any Guardians then present to object to the Propriety 25 
from the of such Certificate, and to g-iye Notice that at the next Meeting of 
dvaefthe' 0 the BoMd 116 wiU movo ftat tlle Parties signing such Certificate shall 
same, in cer- 1,e l )ay the Expenses which have been incurred under it to the Elec- 
tee. Coses, toral Division or to the Union to which such Expense shall have been 

charged, and Copies of this Notice shall be sent by the Clerk to the 30 
Parties who signed such Certificate ; and in case such Motion shall 
be carried at the next Meeting of the Board or any Adjournment 
thereof, the Expenses mourned under said Certificate shall be 
recoverable from all or any of the Parties who signed the same, by 
a Summons at Petty Sessions, in the Name of the Clerk of the 35 
Union, on Proof of the passing of said Resolution, and the Amount 
recovered shall he credited to the Electoral Division to which the 
Expense of Burial shall have been charged.

ComndSon- I Commi ssioners for administering the Laws for the Relief 
ersto provide Poor in Ireland shall cause to be provided such Eorms as ,q 

SSufof may be necessary for the carry ing out of this Act; and said Com- 
missioners shall have Power from Time to Time to fix what shall 

be 
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be the Limit of the Sum which shall be allowed for providing Coffins 
and other Necessaries for the decent Burial of poor Persons under 
this Act in each Union in Ireland, regard being had to the Circum- 
stances of the Union ; and no greater Sum shall be allowed in any 
5 Case of any Board of Guardians than the Limit of the Sum which 
shall be fixed as aforesaid for that Union. 

6 . The several Acts for the Relief of the Poor now in force in 
Ireland and this Act shall be construed as One Act, save so far as 
the same are inconsistent one with the other, and the Words herein 
10 used shall be interpreted in the Manner prescribed by the Acts now 
in force.
